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Editorial Trade Review 








The business of 1906 may be said to have opened in 
good shape and is full of vim and vigor. ‘The prospects 
are certainly good and the views of all concerned are ot 
that hopeful character which is usually denominated op- 
timistic, for all our conclusions gravitate towards suc- 
cessful achievement. 

The amount of business already booked in this, the 
early weeks of the New Year, would indicate the confi- 
dence with which the buyers are imbued. It is indeed 
the most satisfactory opening of a new year that the 
trade has seen in a long time, with nothing apparently to 
breed a disappointment ; not a cloud in the sky and money 
to prosecute an excess of business to be had for the ask- 
ing by any reputable house. 

The factories, with anything but excessive stocks of 
goods with which to supply the general demand, are pre- 
pared to run to the fullest extent, for they know if in any 
case the goods are not already wanted by orders on the 
books, will soon become absorbed by the wants of the 
trade. 

The present conditions of the market for Iron and 
Steel, and in fact any sort of raw material that may be 
mentioned, is as firm and unyielding, as far as prices are 
concerned, as would warrant a stiff and rigid set of quo- 
tations to mark the season's successful opening. Manu- 
facturers are preparing for the future by taking the pies- 
ent moment to enlarge their productive facilities and 
push to successful completion projected improvements 
they have had long in contemplation. So that on many 
lines one may look for an increased output without the 
fear of over production. 

The principal lines of goods have successfully advanced 
their prices to an appreciable degree in the aggregate, but 
not to startle the market, now in the full swing of order- 
ing, but merely to confirm the impression prevailing that 
the market in metals reflects a firmness which the great 
majority are only too glad to feel. These slight changes 
are occurring almost daily, and keep in a buying humor 
more than those few who are figuring on the future. 

January is a month for the retailer’s inventory, and the 
bulk of the season’s wants will be developed later by the 
goods that are missing, or light in stock: which the trav- 
eler primed and full of close quotations will be on the 
warpath to quote and secure the orders, which his ability 
te obtain makes him a favored son of fortune. These 
active missionaries of trade will find the first three months 


unusually fruitful and the ground well canvassed will 
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bring its reward, so that the aggregate of all tie orders 
will prove to be a volume of goods gladdening i!:c hearts 
of the principals at a later date. 

The wants and business views of many of the retailers 
will be greatly stimulated during the continuance of the 
conventions of their State Associations in the three 
months now commencing. For the first time « studied

The many associa- 
tions that are already in the fields for conventions in Feb- 
ruary and March will create a period of activity well 
worth while, and the opportunity of seeing the dealers 
from the highways and byways of the State will have 
tle effect of enlarging the field of operation of the job- 
ber or his representative in the future. 


SUGGESTIONS IN SELLING. 


Many a store might well afford to replace its rusty “cannon” 
stove or cheap lighting fixtures with the very best it has to 
offer to its customers. 

It is a long step in the direction of a sale, for a customer to 
find the article he is thinking about in daily use by the con- 
cern with which he thinks of dealing. It is a still greater 
advance if he finds it producing the verv effect he is himself 
desirous of obtaining in his own home. 

If he is looking for a better system of lighting his parlor it 


is not enough to demonstrate it to him by means of cheap, 
dirty fixtures. Even though the light itself is there, the im- 
pression of disgust is there with it. lhe most elegant set of 
hxtures that can be afforded should be substituted, care always 
taken that they are kept in perfect working order and, above 
all, kept clean. Impression as well as demonstration enters into 
the matter of successful salesmanship. 

If the customer’s interest is in heaters it is not enough to 
introduce that new style of burner into an old, broken-down 
stove, even for purposes of demonstration. That is not the 
sort of stove he is buying it for, and you insult his pride by 
the implied suggestion. Bring out instead the best grate or 
range the place affords and show him the best work there 1s 
in the best goods. In other words give him the superlative 
degree of merit and trust to him to seek for himself as much 
lower ground as he is interested in finding. 


A BUNDLE OF FACTS. 

In conversing with an intelligent stranger we listen to his 
opinion, and respect it—he may know more than we do; in talk- 
ing with an old acquaintance we expect him to listen to ours, as 
we understand his limitations and think we know the most. 
The following story of how an enterprising Hardware man in 
Western Pennsylvania made use of this principle of human 
nature to his own commercial advantage is strictly tru 

We will call his name Brown so everyone can feel acquainted 
with him, and state by way of further introduction that the 
competition between him and the only other Hardware concern 
in the place was not mere rivalry: it was war to the knife. In 
consequence every piece of contract work in which they were 
i:terested became such a bone of contention between them that 
neither could land the job at anything like profit to himself. 

When a certain furnace contract of unusual size for that place 
came up for letting, Brown’s rival gave a ruinous price at the out- 
set, and prepared for the fight of his life. 

Contrary to his usual tactics, Brown's play was for a fair pront 
or no deal, and the other fellow got a prompt heart-ache ovet 
his needless cut. Brown didn’t expect the contract at his own 
price and did not want it at the price his rival quoted, though 
he made the pretext of a lively fight, sat at home while he was 
doing something else. 

Rather a good idea in the way of price-cutting came to the 
writer's attention recently where the contract in competition was 
a slate roof on a large barn, together with spouting, etc,; the 
roof complete, in short. 

One ficm dropped $50 from the original bid, which was not taf 
from the logical bottom price Instead of following suit the 
rival in several general conversations, got a good idea what 
Hardware would be needed on the job and finally, without cub 
ting their former price, agreed to put in free all nails needed on 
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the enti:e job and certain other lines of Hardware. On the 
whole, probably the offer was about the same as a drop of $50 
reckoned at selling prices but did not by any means represent that 
amount of cash to the dealer though it did to the consumer. 


rot he consumer's standpoint, he was getting free goods ie 
would have to have and pay cash for. Probably he was getting 
a better root by not having the price cut. He had no definite 
idea what the Hardware would cost him; probably more than 
that—then he was getting it all together with but one contract 
to bot! with. 

Aside ‘rom $50 in goods not meaning the same as $50 cash to 
the consimer, this method secured to him the additional contract 
of the building Hardware as well as of the slating. 

By making this standing offer with their roofing jobs, they get 
and hi |. great deal of trade in the regular Uardware line. 

In two different school districts, far enough away to be regard- 
ed as entirely out of Brown’s legitimate field, furnaces of mod- 
erate size were to be installed in new buildings Brown bid 


on both, his only competitors being the country dealers in the 
towns themselves who knew no more about furnaces than they 


could learn by studying the pictures in the catalogues. Every- 
hodv knew their limits and whenever one of them did venture 
an assertion it was not given serious weight. Brown, they did 
not know, further than that he came in from a distance just on 
this furnace contract. He was evidently particularly interested 
in the furnace business and knew a lot about it. Truth to tell, 
this particular Brown did, and he knew how to tell it with force; 
still his auditors favored him with their most respectful attention 


in advance, for the reason he was a stranger and, knowing 
nothing to the contrary, they accepted him readily as their superior 
in furnace knowledge. He got both contracts, in each of which 
he made a fair profit, leaving his home rival to foot the loss on 
the home job. 

With variations, his was repeated several times until some one 
suddenly awoke to the fact that Brown was getting a much better 
standing as a furnace expert throughout the surrounding country 
than seemed logical considering the size of his place. Whenever 
a country school board wanted something in the furnace line 
and did not know just what they wanted, it became the fashion to 
“send for Brown’. While it was being installed as a general 
thing, some one else would become interested in the subject and 
“have a talk with Brown”: In short Brown had won for him- 
self quite a general reputation as a furnace expert and, while he 
honestly tried to merit the reputation to the best of his ability, 
it really had been builded upon the principal stated at the opening 
of this article aided by the fact that most of his pioneer victories 
were over people who really knew much less about the matter 


| 


than he knew. 

To the writer’s personal knowledge Brown did ccntracts in no 
less than seven different counties and a secondary result was 
that owing to the trade he had built up for himself throughout the 
whole surrounding country it was not long before his home people 
bowed to the judgment of popularity and accorded him the top 
shelf in the commercial cupboard. With all the contracts he 
could handle running after him, he dictated his own prices and 
there were no more contract losses to be made up out of the 
store. Neither was his rival a rival any more; Brown had out- 
grown him. He had dabbled in the old principle of making a 
specialty at home and then extending it, only he had reversed 
the old order by going away from home to get his start among 
people who would give him all the credit that was coming to him 
instead of regarding him as “just Brown.” But after all, his 
specialty had been, not furnaces, but human nature. 


In a similar manner, though somewhat on the reputation and 
acquaintanceship he had made in furnace work, Brown later add- 
ed a slating and roofing department to his business and_ struck 
out to build up a widely extended trade. In this he was doubly 


successful for he not only secured fat contracts right and ieft 
from people who had come to regard him as “quite a nabob” in 
the Hardware trade, but through these contracts more and more 
of the Builders’ Hardware trade fell into line. It is not now 
uncommon for orders for Builders’ Hardware to go from towns 
several times as large and businesslike as his, to Brown, not be- 
cause he has a better stock. but because of that peculiar pull of 
his called reputation. Summing it all up, here is what Brown 


did, 


He dropped unprofitable price-cutting. He went among people 
where familiarity did not breed contempt of his views and opin- 
ions. He posed as a specialist and then strained every effort to 
make good. He climbed up over the heads of people smaller 
than himself, instead of bruising his own head butting the legs of 
bigger m He took up for a side line something that would be 


sure to carry with it liberal orders on his general stock. He grew 
as his business grew, always keeping a little in advance of it; and 
he applied the frailties as well as the strength of human nature 
to the enrichment of his opportunities just as anyone else may 
do if keenly alive to the points that may be turned to best account.

The number of practical questions that are already being re- 
ceived by the secretary, indicates the interest that is being taken 
in the coming Convention by Ohio Hardware Merchants. The 
Question Box will occupy more time than any one feature of the 
next meeting. W.C. Holman, editor of “Salesmanship,” will be 
at the Convention Wednesday, February 28th, and will deliver a 
specially prepared lecture on “Hardware Salesmanship.” Mr. 
Holman is a well-known expert on all matters of salesmanship. 
Ohio Hardware men are very fortunate that they are to have 
the privilege of hearing and meeting him. Manufacturers and 
jobbers are rapidly securing space for exhibits in the Audito- 
rium Building.

EFFECT 9OF MARRIAGE ON WILL MADE BEFORE 
MARRIAGE. 

Qvuestion.—lIf A and B each make wills and then subsequently 
marry, does their marriage affect the will of either one made 
prior to the marriage? 

Repty.—The rule of the common law is that the marriage of 
an unmarried woman revokes her will made before the marriage. 
The marriage of the husband and the birth of a child operate to 
revoke his will, also. In his case the marriage alone was not 
enough, but it must be followed by the birth of issue. ‘That 1s 
the rule in the several states today except so far as it has been 
changed by the statutes. The New York Statutes provide: “A 
will executed by an unmarried woman shall be deemed revoked 
by her subsequent marriage.” They also provide that: “it, after 
the making of any will disposing of the whole estate of the tes- 
tator, such testator shall marry and have issue of such marriage 
. * * and the wife or the issue of such marriage 
shall be living at the death of the testator, such will shall be 
deemed revoked, unless provision shall have been made for such 
issue by some settlement, or unless such issue shall be provided 
for in the will, or in some way mentioned therein, as to show an 
intention not to make such a provision.” Under this latter statute 
marriage and birth of issue will only revoke the husband’s will 
under the particular circumstances therein stated, namely, where 
the will disposes of his whole estate and either the wife ar chil- 
dren are living at his death, and the children have not been pro- 
vided for or expressly excluded from a share of his estate. 


FIXTURES—CONFLICTING RIGHTS OF REAL ESTATE 
MORTGAGE AND CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 

Question.—The owner of a large store put counters, shelves 
and other fixtures into the store, which were attached to the 
walls and floors of the building, but could not be removed with- 
out seriously injuring it. At the time he bought the counters, etc., 
he gave the seller a chattel mortgage to secure the porchase price, 
which contained a distinct agreement that they should remain 
personal property till paid for. Then he mortgaged the building 
for $2,000 and the mortgagor of the building lent the money on 
the supposition that his mortgage covered the building and fix- 
tures. They have never been paid for. Can the seller of the 
counters and shelves enforce his chattel mortgage against the 
mortgagee of the building? 

Rep_Ly —Your question is a mooted one. In New Jersey, where 
your case apparently arose, the real estate mortgagee would be 
preferred because he loaned his money upon the assumption that 
the fixtures were a part of the building. In New Jersey the 
chattel mortgagee could not enforce his mortgage to the prejudice 
of the real estate mortgagee, But if the real estate mortgage had 
been executed first, and the counters and shelves subsequently 
attached to the building, then the chattel mortgagee would always 
be preferred. If it arose in Massachusetts the real estate mort- 
gagee would always get the preference. 


HIRING AT TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS PER YEAR 
CONTRACT AT WILL. 

Question.—If an employer hires a salesman at a salary of two 
thousand dollars per year, payable in monthly installments, and 
the salesman continues on in business for four years, can the em- 
ployer now discharge him at any time, or does the law regard 
the contract as a hiring from year to year? 

Repty.—The general rule in this country is that a hiring at so 
much per week or per month or per year where no period of em- 
ployment is expressly agreed upon, is simply a hiring at will and 
can be terminated at any time at the pleasure of either party. If 
the original hiring had been for the definite term of one year 
and then the salesman continued on after the expiration of the 
year without any new contract, then the law would imply that he 
was hired for another year. But that is not the case. On the 
facts as you state them the original contract of employment was 
simply at a yearly salary and the fact that the compensation is 
estimated on a yearly basis does not change its character from a 
mere hiring at will. 


LIABILITY OF STOREKEEPER TO CUSTOMER FOR PROP- 
ERTY STOLEN. 


OQveEsTIon.—I went into a clothing store to try on a suit of 
clothes and laid my vest on a table in the store. The clerk told 
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me it would be perfectly safe there, but when I returued to get 


it, after trying on the clothes, I found my watch and chain had 
been stolen. Is the storekeeper responsible? 

RepLy.—We think he is unless he can show that he used some 
care in guarding your property. By keeping a store le invited 
the public to come there and trade and by permitting y:1: to place 
your vest and valuables on the table and informing you that they 
would be safe there, the storekeeper became the custodian of 
your property and was bound to exercise due care keep it 
safely. Of course, if the storekeeper can show that | uployed 
« floorwalker or other employee to take care of his stomers' 
property, and, in spite of the exercise of due care, the property 
was stolen, he would not be responsible. But the burden is on 
him to show the exercise of such proper and reasonah ire.

We iniend to publish a short series of papers on the above 
subject with a view of assisting in the campaign already inau- 
ourated bring the bicycle again into popularity. ‘This is one 
‘4 whic e Hardware dealer should share, by bringing out such 
salient fc. tures as will enable the dealer to talk up the line under- 
standine|y as well as interestingly; and in that way pave the way 
for his full share of trade on this profitable specialty. The arti- 
cles will be published with the hope of co-operating with the 


committee already appointed having this object in view to reinstate 


hicveles smong the Hardware trade in a way that cannot but 
prove effective, as well as inducing greater interest, favor and 
publicity in the line than ever before. 

TO THE HARDWARE DEALER. 

With better roads the rule and not the exception, the modern 
hievele. which surpasses all other machines for simplicity, light- 
nr Sp and strength, 1s gaining in public favor and, with the 
new wave of cycling fever rolling over the country, with better 
roads everywhere, with new improvements for safety and com- 
fort and ease of riding, the bicycle will probab'y, for these reasons 
now remain the favorite with the masses for all time to come. 

For the Hardware dealer, this is a specialty line that he can 


handle to good and excellent advantage in connection with his 


other business. It is a line that naturally belongs to him and 
with the addition of an attractive line of Bicycle Sundries, will 


help him to command new and increased trade, not only on these 
goods but in his regular line as well. Right now is the time for 
the up-to-date Hardware dealer to carefully consider this line be- 
cause every indication points to a second boom this season, and to 


the alert and progressive dealer, affords a profitable money-mak- 
ing opportunity that he cannot well afford to overlook. 

The chief disadvantage of former bicycle riding was the fact 
that the rider could not stop for any purpose or go back without 
dismounting. For city or town riding where stoppage is frequently 


~ 


necessitated by the traffic, this perpetual mounting and dismount- 
ing was not only tiresome but wearying, so much so, that town 
and city riding ceased to be a pleasure, 

However, with the advent of the Coaster Brake, all this has 
been overcome. To my mind, no device in Bicycle construction 
has proven so comfortable or great a saver of energy of the rider 
as the Coaster Brake. By a simple movement of the foot, a relia- 


ble brake is applied, or the coasting device is applied at will, the 
feet remaining stationary, at rest on the pedals. The Coaster 


Brake, more than any one thing, has been the means of creating 
new and revived interest in the bicycle, and in the opinion of the 
factory inanagers, more new bicycles will ke ridden during the 
coming season than during any period since 1900, and fortunate, 
indeed, 1s the Hardware dealer who grasps this opportunity now, 
realizing that bicvele profits will be larger and sales mich easier 
to make than later on when competition has greatly increased. 

The first appearance of the Bicycle in the United States was 
in 1819 when Johnston’s Pedestrian Curricle was introduced into 
New York. The excitement it created rapidly spread to Boston, 


Philadelphia and other large places and many riding schools were 
opened. 
In 1869 the new Velocipede craze was at its height. Rinks and 


riding schools were opened everywhere but, as was the case of 
the Hobby Horse in 1819, the “bone-shaker” was founda too cum- 
hersome a machine to gain lasting favor and two years later, 
scarcely any were ridden in this country. 

lo follow the Bicycle through all the phases of its evolution 


from that time to now would involve a descriptin of innumerable 
technicalities. Some brief mention of the many types, however, 
may prove interesting. The “bone-shaker” was succeeded by 
Starley’s “\riel,” then the “Spider” in which the front wheel was 
enlarged and the rear wheel reduced; in the latter case so much 
‘0, that it was almost identical with the “ordinary” or high bicy- 
cle, Wide rims and spokes gave way to the suspension wheel 
with anti-friction bearings and rubber tires, and for several years 
the “ordinary” was in general use, varying only in size and the 
ength of the rider and in minor details. Length of limb now 
became the desideratum of every cyclist, for, other things being 
equal, the longer the leg, the larger the wheel that could be 
ridden, and, therefore, the greater the stretch of ground covered 
at each revolution of the pedals; but great dangers were attached 
to the use of the ordinary. So easily was the equilibrium of the 
rider disturbed, that a pebble in his patch would cause him to 


pitch head foremost over his handle bars, describing a circle of 
greater or less arc, according to the rate of his progression. Coast- 
ing down hill, legs over handle bar, was a favorite diversion, the 
rider occasionally being found senseless on the highway as a 
result. Endeavors to devise a machine of sager form, resulted in 
the appearance of the “Facile,” the “Xtraordinary,” the “Pony” 
and the “Kangaroo” types. All these, however, were front 
drivers. 

Toward the end of 1879, however, Lawson’s “Safety” saw the 
glint of day, and though he, himself, did not persevere with his 
invention, it was the virtual parent of the rear-driver safety, 
now ridden everywhere; albeit, it was very different in appear- 
ance and the cranks were actuated by levers and not a chain, but 
it lead the way to the appearance of Starley’s “Rover.” ‘The 
bicycle, as a modern vehicle of pleasure. has been before the 
world for about thirty years. Its evolution in the diversity of 
models may be said: to have taken place principally between 1868 
and 1885, and its perfection, transformation, and the almost com- 
plete extinction of all but one class in the decade, 1885 to 1895. 

The first modern bicycles of which we have any authentic rec- 
ord, were imported from England in 1886 and were exhibited in 
the Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia. The first bicycle built 
in this country by Col, Pope was a very cumbersome affair, weigh- 
ing seventy pounds and costing $315.00. ‘The first bicycles were 
manufactured by the Weed Sewing Machine Company, of Hart- 
ford, Conn., and later on, as the demand increased, the Hart- 
ford factory, at times, gave employment to more than five thous- 
and workmen. 

The developments which converted the Velocipede into the 
practical bicycle of today may be briefly summed up as the rubber 
tire, the suspension wheel, the ball bearings, the weldless steel 
tubing, the wooden rim, the chain gearing and chainless gear and, 
last but not least, the coaster brake. 

A noteworthy fact in connection with the bicycle industry, is 
that the development of the bicycle was the result of constant ex- 
perimenting instead of being based on the knowledge of the needs 
of the industry. While this country took little part in the early 
development of the Velocipede and Bicycle, it has led the world 
during the last ten vears, not only in the quality and quantity of 
bicycles produced, but in the improvement and methods of manu- 
facture. Through the ingenuity of American engineers, tools and 
automatic machines have been invented by the use of which the 
cost of producing bicycles has been greatly reduced as practically 
to place the bicycle of to-day within reach of almost everyone. 

If riders will study such points as are here dwelt upon and 
seek to obtain a hygienic position, they will find still greater fas- 
cination in the sport of bicycling and much less occasion would be 
afforded for comment on cramped and awkward poses as well 
as complaint as to injuriousness of this exercise. 

After getting the proper position, the next thing is to acquire 
the knack of pedalling evenly. This-is something that compara- 
tively few bicyclists do and many who have been riding for sev- 
eral years do not know their fault in this respect. They wonder 
why they have trouble in keeping steady and riding a narrow 
path. It is simply because their alternate pushes upon the pedals 
are not even. It is a well known fact that every stroke on one 
pedal tends to throw the wheel on one side unless it is 1mmedi- 
ately caught up and thrust with equal force upon the opposite side. 
If you have ever noticed, oarsmen have the same difficulty to 
confront, because they are stronger in one arm than in the other. 
This is also a fact that nearly every person has one leg a trifle 
longer than the other or, if this is not the case, one is stronger. 
It would seem from observation that cyclists do not think of 
these things or if they do, they pay no attention to them. If they 
did they would begin to correct their uneven pedaling by keep- 
ing their minds upon it and equalizing the thrusts of their feet. 
The wheel, when evenly pedaled, will run in a straight line with- 
out any stirring of the handle bars and without a bit of wabbling; 
whereas,‘ very few riders, indeed, can travel far without touching 
the bars. A good way of acquiring even pedaling is to begin by 
seeing with how little touch upon the bars you can ride, relaxing 
your hold gradually, until you have only a finger tip on the steer- 
ing apparatus. By persisting at this, you will soon be able to 
ride with your arms folded, and when you can do this, then you 
have learned to pedal evenly and correctly, with equal balance on 
each pedal.

The First Annual Convention of the Inland Empire Implement 
and Hardware Dealers’ Association was held at Spokane, Wash., 
on January 10-12, 1906, at the headquarters and convention hall, 
of the Hotel Spokane. The meeting was an interesting one in 
point of attendance, a large number of delegates being present, 
indicating the interest taken in this their first convention. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION, 2.30 P. M. 


The Convention was called to order in the Moorish Room of 
the Hotel Spokane by President C. L. Butterfield. 

An address of welcome was given by Hon. Floyd L. Daggett, 
Mayor of Spokane, which was responded to by the President, af- 
ter which the President delivered his Annual Address_as follows: 


ANNUAL ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT C. L. BUTTERFIELD. 


On assembling for our first annual meeting, I feel that we have 
cause for congratulation on the promotion of those objects for 
which we organized. Within the year, not only has the member- 
ship been increased, but the Washington Hardware and Imple- 
ment Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association has been suc- 
cessfully launched with every prospect of success. At our June 
meeting the cordiality between the dealers and competitors was 
noticeable, and the round of good cheer which is here manifest 
indicates that the ties of friendship are strengthening. 


THE YEAR HAS NOT PASSED WITHOUT ITS TRIALS, 


some dealers in their anxiety for business have trespassed at 
times, upon the trade rights of others, but as we grow in years 
this will be gradually eliminated in all localities, as it has now 
been wholly in many places where previously no rights were ac- 
corded, and the placing of goods was the main object, whether 
or not safely sold being of secondary importance. 

We are to be congratulated upon the successful work of our 
Secretary, and the Committee on Insurance are to be congratu- 
lated for their efficient service. All your officers have had but 
one object in view. and have unhesitatingly worked for that end. 
viz.: The good of the organization and the betterment of trade 
conditions in our territory. At this time TI desire to extend my 
sincere thanks to each member for his loyal support, and to my 
fellow officers and members of committees for their valued as- 
sistance. There are to be elected at this session four members 
of the Board of Directors for a three year term, and also officers 
of the association, excepting the Secretarv, who is. according to 
the by-laws, appointed by the Board of Directors. TI bespeak for 
my successor the loyal and active support of each member in 
carrying forward the work to the accomplishment of much good. 
and to the direct profit of the Implement and Hardware business 
of this new, most fertile, and prosperous section. 

I desire to call your attention to a feature which was spoken 
of at our previous meeting, but has not yet been incorporated 
among our permanent accomplishments, it is the Exchange. 

Any well stocked store will at times accumulate a surplus of 
certain goods, but the articles that are surplus at one town, may 
be short at another, and by members listing with the Secretary the 
goods they would like to be relieved of. they may find a quick 
market, thereby turning dead stock into live money and by com- 
municating with the Secretary when they need something especial- 
ly quick, or that possibly may not be obtained from jobbers, they 
will obtain the wares needed. accommodating customers and re- 
ceiving the profits of the deal.

KEEP IN MIND THE MAIN LOCAL OBJECTS OF OUR ASSOCIATION, 


viz.—Eradicating the losses and leakages of business. discontinu- 
ing that which is questionable as a money maker, refraining from 
selling to doubtful customers other than on good security. lo 
sell closer to cash, to endeavor to get in closer touch with the 
manufacturers and jobbers, so that they may have confidence in 
the retail merchant that when times tighten. as they sometimes 
must, extensions may be granted on terms not onerous that the 
dealer may continue in business and as times improve work dut 
of his embarrassment rather than going into bankruptcy, and 
having the stock of goods thrown on the market for sale at wnat 
they will bring. To have the relation of the manufacturers and 
jobbers so closely in touch with the retail interests, that when a 
stock must be closed out the goods will be taken and resold to 
dealers handling the same lines, thus protecting the trade against 
cut prices and demoralized methods. 

The active subjects for discussion which are universally re- 
ceiving the attention of all retail organizations «re Catalog 
Houses, and the subjects of their earnest support, viz.—Parcels 
Post and the delivery of mail to rural boxes by number. Cloth- 
ing the Interstate Commerce Commission with increased powers, 
and subjects of traffic, also fair classification, with the right to 
mix in carlots goods of same material and value. It is through

If the Inland Empire dealers, who have been ho x aloot

I know they would not hesitate longer in deciding to give this 
association their most cordial support, and in putting their 
shoulders to the wheel and assisting in carrying it forward to the 
accomplishment of its purposes. The subject of organization 
and bringing into closer affiliation of all men in any way handling 
the same or similar goods is still one which is absorbing the at- 
tention of almost any business line, not only have the manufac- 
turers and wholesalers of the same line of goods formed asso- 
ciations for interchange of thought, but they are forming into 
one central organization to bring their united efforts to bear on 
matters of legislation and traffic. As you well know, the retail- 
ers of every line are meeting with similar intent to our assem- 
bling here, and the latest is the “Affiliated Presidents and Secre- 
taries of Trade Organizations” with headquarters in Philadetpnta. 


Never has the maxim, “Eternal Vigilance is the Price of Pow- 
er” been more vividly brought to mind than during the past 
twelve months, and as it is in national, State and municipal af- 
fairs, to say nothing of great banking institutions and insurance 
companies, it comes down to ourselves, where vigilance and

prosperity and to us credit for the work accomplished. If vou 
are inclined to feel otherwise than buoyant, compare your privi- 
leges and conditions with those of the people of any other coun- 
try. Stop for a moment and calculate the opportunities here in 
this Inland Empire to those of any other spot in glorious Amer- 
ica. Stop to consider that with the advantages which have come 
to us from the sciences of all the past. and with the knowledge 
of and assistance of all prior inventions, we are equipped for de- 
veloping this Empire with its unto’? wealth of mineral. forestry, 
and soil, as no other peonle ever were, we ought to, like boys, 
just out of school, for their summer vacations, throw up our hats 
and hurrah for the privilege that is ours of placing of commercial- 
lv assisting to place this Inland F-pire into the place it is des- 
tined to take, but to do this each nust put some energy to the 
work.

Gertlemen, T thank you. 

This was followed bv the Secretary’s Report, which was a long 
and thoroughly exhaustive one, of which we give a few extracts: 


SECRETARY E. W. EVENSON’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


Gentlemen of the Convention: 


Seven months have elapsed since we met here in this room for 
the purpose of being mutually benefited by an interchange of each 
other’s ideas. and experiences in the carrving on of our respec- 
tive businesses. Since then much has happened to pull us to- 
gether. more closely in our endeavors to earn a living from our 
businesses. Much as has happened to pull us together. just as 
much has hannened to null us anart. if vou prefer to internret the 
‘"wovements of vour fellow dealers in that wav. Cicero savs that 
“Men were born for the sake of men. that each should assist the 
other.” The members of this association believe in this adage. 
and if thev fail to practice it, T should like to ask that vor be not 
too hasty in condemning them before you look at yourself for 4 
time. and see if vou cannot discover, at least a portion of the 
causes that lead to friction with vour fellow dealer. During the 
past seven months vour secretary has not done as inuct roae 
work as he should like to have, nor as much as you members, 
would probably like to have him do. But the organization, 1m- 
corporation and preparing of the Washington Hardware and Im- 
plement Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association has taken 
up a great deal of the time of your secretary that might other- 
wise have been used on the road in getting new members for the 
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Nevertheless, we spent Some time among the me:n- 


association 

bers, and | shall endeavor herein to tell you of some of the ex- 
periences ad in this work. Whenever your secretary has gone 
‘nto a tow wherein all the dealers are members of this associa- 


tion I have found that very little friction, if any existed. Where 
there has been friction found it has been due to the luke warm- 
ness of the dealers towards the association. In such cases it 1s 
the rule that your Secretary is usually enlightened by the mem- 
ber telling im of the many underhanded things which his com- 
petitor h done, and what an all round rascal he is. I have 
gone into towns with three dealers in it, and have been told by 
all of them: what an all around rascal each of the other two deal- 
ers are. cither have spoken to the others for years, and all the 
information any of them have upon the subject of each other’s 
virtues anc! vices is the information given them very freely by the 
customer }ooking for a concession in price. You can readily see 
the results obtained by relying upon, or following up such infor- 
mation. 

In such cases it has been the work of your secretary to get the 
dealers together and introduce them to one another, and good 
results usually follow. 


On the other hand I have found dealers working like nailers for 
every dollar's worth of business they could get in an honorable 
way (which is honorable) and at the same time the best of feel- 
ing existed between them and they are always ready to fight a 
common enemy, through their organization. I should like to 
say, while dealing with this phase of the association work, that 
in order to be successful we must have a majority of the retail 
dealers in their list of membership. I should also like to ask 
each of you, What have you done to increase membership? To 
how many fellow dealers have you recommended the association? 
How many have you asked to join the association? Honest crit1- 
cism is sought by your Secretary, and in this regard I wish to 
say that | do not care particularly whether it be favorable or 
otherwise, so long as it is along practical lines, and is honest. 

I regret to say that in this matter I have had but little help from 
any, and practical help from few. I received suggestions from 
Mr. Plough one day that have netted the association much in dol- 
lars, and | hope, much in usefulness. I also have received some 
mild roasts well directed, and to the point from the same source. 
If you would try to do the same thing I am sure our association’s 
usefulness can be increased many fold during the next year. 

In passing this I wish simply to state that in my experience 
with men, I have found it to be the rule that “the other fellow” 
generally thinks just the same of you as you do of him, so if 
you would want to avoid friction, it behooves you to think well 
of the ‘other fellow.” 

Jecoming angry at your fellow dealer is like spitting at the 
wind. The wind can be relied upon to fling the spittle back into 
your tac¢ 

There can be but one way in which to get the good from as- 
sociation work, and that is to boost for the ‘association. Speak 
well of it to every one you meet‘ who is interested in your line 
of trade. 

Not the least of the pleasant incidents of the Secretary’s is 
the receipt of a letter which reads somewhat like this. “We 
wish to withdraw from the association because so and so does 
not do thus and so.” 

_ [Tam glad to say that I have received but two such letters dur- 
ing my official life, and these letters have been received after the 
parties writing them have received a very urgent request to pay 
their dues. 

In passing this I simply wish to state that so far as IT am able 
to observe, this is but a cheap way in which some dealers at- 
tempt to avoid paying their dues. Had they stated in time, or at 
the time the matter came up that things were not going rightly 
your Secretary could have then taken the matter up, and possibly 
good could have come out of it to the dealer making the com- 
plaint. As it was he preferred to let the matter run open until 
sich time as he could have offered it as an excuse for not pay- 
ing a debt which, by every code of honor known among business 
men, he was bound to pay, no matter what happened. As already 
stated we have but a very few such with whom we have come in 
contact. 

On the whole, I should like to state that the work of your 
Secretary has been very pleasant, and I should like to thank the 
many dealers, who have aided me in my work of making the as- 
sociation of value to both retailers and jobbers alike. TI should 
like to thank the jobbers and the manufacturers for their assis-

va eit tor example, H. A. Steinkee & Company, a Hardware 
te — a retail business in this city on Division Street, should 
dele one ‘o a local jobber for ten kegs of nails, they would be 
“flivered to his door free of charge so far as case and cartage 
's concerned. On the other hand, should a dealer in any of the 


—_" 
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towns outside of Spokane order that ten kegs, they would be de- 
livered at the depot, and a cartage charge added to the bill, not- 
withstanding the fact that the depot is about a half mile the 
shorter haul. I am sure that none of us will begrudge Messrs. 
Steinkee & Company their good fortune in this matter, but what 
we do mourn is that fact that such distinction is made, and favor- 
itism shown. 

Another practice that has come under the observation of your 
secretary during the past summer is the practice of manufactur- 
ers having lines for transfer in this city, to allow their transfer 
agents to sell goods from their stocks at retail. Such manufac- 
turers have certainly got the nickle so close to their eyes that they 
cannot see the dollar behind it. These manufacturers carry the 
stock, carry the insurance and the taxes on the stock, and in ad- 
dition to all this they pay the transfer agents a rental for their 
building. 

Bereft of these expenses it can readily be seen that Mr. Trans- 
fer Man is in a position to sell goods at retail at prices nearly 
the cost to you members, and still make good money. Indeed I 
believe he can sell at the same price you pay, and still show a 
profit, for what goods he ships from warehouse he is allowea a 
“transfer charge” and in case he sells these goods at retail he can 
always collect his Transfer Charge. 

We will suppose, by way of illustration, that a dealer in Oakes- 
dale wants a wagon shipped to himself. The “transfer charge” 
of $2.50 will be added to invoice, and the Oakesdale dealer will 
be compelled to pay same. Now add to the above, the “cartage 
charge,” and the freight from Spokane to Oakesdale, plus the 
merchants expense of doing business such as taxes, insurance, 
etc., and you will have the cost of that wagon at Oakesdale. On 
the other hand. should that farmer decide to come to Spokane 
and buy that wagon from the transfer man the cost would be the 
Oakesdale cost, less the transfer and cartage charges, as well as 
the insurance, taxes, interest on money invested and all the other 
items usually entering into a merchant’s item of cost. A good 
profit to any merchant could it but be saved. 


* * * * *x * 


During the past seven months your secretary has written 29 
circular letters and sent them to all our members. This is on an 
average of about one each week. Some of these have gone to 
non-members in the hope that we might interest them in the as- 
sociation and its work. I have sent out approximately 5,000 
pieces of mail matter, and I am satisfied that it has paid. Our as- 
sociation has in good standing at the present time 140 members. 
and if those here who are in arrears will kindly pay their dues 
we will have a great many more. 

I do not count as members, anyone upon the rolls who is six 
months in arrears. as the by-laws do not permit me to do so. 

In conclusion I wish to thank such members as have given so 
freely of their time in trying to further the welfare of the asso- 
ciation during my official life. To the President, who has at no 
time been too busy to give up his time and abs council 1n the 
association work. To. Mr. Fridaker, our Treasurer, who has 
never been too busy to give of his time and ability in anything 
affecting our welfare. Also to Mr. Plough for the many valu- 
able suggestions he has given me. There are others whom | 
might mention, but no disinterested person has advanced our 
interests more than Mr. Waggoner. I wish also to thank the 
traveling men who have aided us in many ways in securing new 
members. My contact with jobbers and manufacturers has been 
pleasant, and I have always found them ready and willing to help 
us in every way possible. 

I hope that your deliberations will cover each of the sugges- 
tions herein set forth, for they are matters that have come up in 
the regular way in association work.

W. P. Bogardus, President National Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, Mount Vernon, Ohio, was down for an address on “What 
the Association does for you,” but being unable to attend sent 
the following letter which was read by the Secretary. 

E. W. Evenson, Secretary, 

Dear Sir:—When your invitation came to me I was rather anx- 
ious to come to your meeting and began to make arrangements 
to that end, but circumstances over which I had no control have 
arisen to prevent my coming. But I will be glad if this letter 
which I write you shall in any way stimulate you and help on the 
good work. 

Thirteen years ago thirteen Hardwaremen conscious of an in- 
justice that was being put upon them gathered at Columbus, Ohio, 
to organize an association to the end that there might be some 
way developed by which some of the ills they suffered might be 
lessened, if not done away with entirely. At first what was to 
be done by organization was rather indistinct, but as time goes 
on and experience is added to experience the ideas are being 
clarified and a more perfect knowledge of what we want is com- 
ing into view. And as state after state swung into line with the 
Hardwaremen lined up it became apparent that 

A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION WAS NEEDED TO BIND TOGETHER 
and make strong the several State Associations. At first these 
organizations were looked on askance by the jobber as a possible 
menace to him. 

But time has developed the fact that they are a help to the job- 
bers as well as a retailer, and so we have the Joint Committee 
of jobbers and retailers. Singly and alone none of us could ex- 
pect to gain much recognition, but grouped together we hope to 
accomplish much. We now have twenty-four States affiliated 
in their association work. What do we expect to do? We hope 
to stir up your pure minds to some of the conditions that while 
they may not affect you now, will later on if conditions are not 
changed. 


THE SPIRIT OF COMMERCIALISM IS ABROAD IN THE LAND, 


and it is a spirit so utterly selfish that anything that obstructs its 
onward move is ruthlessly crushed. The rights of others are 
not considered. In fact, no one has any rights, from the spirit’s 
standpoint, that gets in its w ay. A condition where commercial- 
ism has gone mad, and like the car of Juggernaut moves for- 
ward, insensible to and unmoved by the cries of those whom it 
crushes, and intent organization of the gigantic combinations and 
trusts and monopolies that are reaching out to control every- 
thing, and to this spirit uncurbed and left to run riot under the 
mistaken idea that the seeker of wealth has no obligations to his 
fellows has led to the conditions that investigation is bringing 
forth, to the surface. Conditions are so disgraceful that the 
blush of shame mantles the cheek of every true American as the 
story is told. To call a halt on such things. 
TO DEMAND THAT MORE HONEST METHODS BE PURSUED. 

To insist that the rights of others be recognized, and that every 
man has his chance. To urge that the rich as well as the poor 
should be compelied to obey the laws is part of the work that falls 
to us as American citizens. 

These greater things we may not neglect as we move forward 
in the work of bettering our position as Hardwaremen. To les- 
sen the evils of competition; to encourage a friendly rivalry; to 
make our lives more pleasant by realizing that we are in busi- 
ness for a living and not to fight our neighbors, and that if we 
have a right to fight that we will succeed better by fighting with 
our brother Hardwareman, rather than against him. That we 
have a common enemy that will take our surplus energy to over- 
come, and that whatever success we may hope for must come by 
friendly co-operation rather than antagonism. 

To face the evil of Catalog House competition we must unitedly 
insist that we be treated all alike. That one retailer shall not 
have an advantage over others. 


THAT REBATES AND SPECIAL PRICES BE ABOLISHED. 


That the manufacturer must not give some retailers advantages 
over others so as to build up some few, and break down a 
great number. That the government of the United States shall 
not go into collusion with great combinations to the detriment 
of the public. That the Post Office Department shall not go 
into the transportation business to the injury of the private citi- 
zen. There are some things that require our united effort to 
remedy. And to this means the better education of the public 
in their duties to their country and their responsibilities to each 
other.

YOUR MUTUAL FIRE INSURANCE ASSOCIATION. 


I have a few facts which will show you what ou 
association can do—what has been done in this 


mutual fire 
ection of the 


country. Nearly twenty years ago, while we were a territory. 
there was formed what was called the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Association, in Spokane County, and I will give you the cost of a 


company which to-day has 250 members. The loss of this organi- 
zation since 1886 has been $1,531.65. 

THE SECRETARY :—In twenty years? 

Yes, in twenty years. Now they represent the capital of this 
organization as something over half a million dolla | under- 
stand this is the real value of the property eed pe one of 
the members has carried since 1892, from one thousand to $2700 
insurance, and he tells me that the largest amount he has paid 
as an assessment, was one just levied to pay a loss of $500, and 
was $2.70. In the twenty years it has cost him, with his mem- 
bership, which is one dollar, and his dues, which are fifty cents 
per year. and the little expenses which he has contributed to the 
meetings, $24.45. It seems to me there is quite a little saving 
there, the same as there will be in our mutual. 

Now the average loss per year of this organization has only 
been $76.58. I said the highest assessment was $2.70, but I find 
here $4.30 on the thousand in 1899, which was at a time when the 
membership was exceedingly small, and a number of the members 
didn’t pay their dues, and those who had paid up only were as- 
sessed. Property is insured at two-thirds value; if it is a stove- 
pipe risk, they only accept one-half the value, and whenever there 
is a loss, if they haven’t the money in the treasury they call a 
meeting and make a levy of one mill, I think one mill is the 
highest, and the members pay it, and if a member doesn’t pav up, 
they run a pen through his name on their register, and that ends 
his membership, and he cannot get in again. 

Gentlemen, we should have at least $400,000 insurance taken at 
the end of this meeting. We now have about 200 members, and 
that will average around two thousand dollars to the member, 
and most of the members are taking the limit of $3,000, and with 
a gréat many the only question is whether they can take more. 
If you have more than one risk, you can take more, so long as 
they are not in the same block. This protection alone is bound 
to make our company, as I term it, a success. 

Here is another thing that will speak well for this, that 1s this 
report of the Northwestern Mutual Fire Insurance Co., of Se- 
attle.

TEN CENT GOODS. 


Even the best of merchants in all lines are not always famil- 
iar with the possibilities of the five and ten-cent counter or the 
bargain section. 

It is the belief by some merchants that much stuff must be 
sold at a positive loss in order to make a bargain department 
attractive. This is the idea held, says Hardware Trade, by 
some of the shoppers, too, and is one reason why the bargain 
counter is so attractive. But it is an error. It is true that old 
goods and slow sellers from the regular stock must sometimes 
be sold at a loss in order to move them, even in the bargain 
department, but bright, new stock can be sold at a good profit 
at such prices as will seem to be little less than impossible. 

A representative of an eastern paper recently went out to 
prove this for his own satisfaction, and this is what he found: 

A hand saw with a 12-inch blade, tapering from about 2 in- 
ches width at the point to about 3 inches at the handle and firmly 
fixed into a varnished hardwood handle with double screws 
of brass. The saw blade was made of good spring steel that 
would not buckle and the teeth were filed and set instead o1 
being stamped out of the blade as the average person would 
imagine. 

Another .was a 12-inch spirit level, in a cherry finish, with 
a nickel-plated spirit plate screwed over the top of the spirit. 

A pair of carpenter’s pinchers, 7 inches in length, all nickel- 
plated to prevent rusting and to add to their selling qualities. 
These have polished jaws and appear to be as near a 40 as 
a 10 cent value. 

Among pieces of enamelware observed were: 
quart graymottled pudding pans; another lot was of No. 
basins; three-quart gray saucepans and deep, three-quart stew 
pans with lips and long handles, lips, and ears for tipping them. 

Twenty-five-pound spring balanced scales, equipped with a 
hook, and having a pan suspended by chains. These scales are 
accurate and will serve many purposes in the household. 

Glass-bulb filters, aluminum trimmed, for attaching to hy- 
drants, equipped with adjusting rubbers and brass non-rustin2 
strainers, and filled with ground silex flint and charcoal for fil- 
tering water as drawn. 

Towel rollers of three pieces, with nickel-plated fastenings 
at both ends and made of wood stained and varnished. 

Three-piece child’s table sets made of metal and retinned. 

Galvanized iron scoops with riveted wooden backs and hand- 
les, very substantially made. 

A heavy, full-polished, nickel-plated, 
with a strong nail claw and black enameled handle. 

A carpenter’s square, 12x7 inches, in bright, polished steel and 
marked in eights, quarters, halves and who! inches. 

Eighteen-inch japanned waiters, very substantial in appear- 
ance and with japan well baked on. 

Sheet-iron drip pans with handles at each end wire bound, 
size, 10x15 inches, and 2™% inches deep. 

Ten-inch : polished sheet-steel frying pans, with co'd handles 
extra heavy. 

Meat cleavers, with 7-inch blades, 3 
enameled wood handles. 

Each of the articles enumerated can be profitably sold for Io 
cents and all appear to be nearer a 25-cent retail value than the 
price at which they are designed to be sold.

Landlord and Tenant. 


No. 9. Notice To Quit. 


In determining what, if any, notice to quit is necessary, refer- 
ence should be had to the terms of the lease. 
When the lease fixes a time for the termination of the nancy 
no notice to quit is necessary. : 
Where the lease is for an indefinite time, notice to qui: is re- 
quired to be given where the parties have not in the lea: rreed 
as to the notice; the statutes of the State in which the perty 
is situated should therefore be consulted. ae 
Indefinite terms arise either from the fact that the lease itself 
sets no limit to the term, or from the fact that one who | held 
under a lease made for a fixed term, holds over into another term 
without the consent of the landlord, becoming in the latter case 
a tenant from year to year or from month to month, as the or: inal 
lease was for a year or years or for a month or month: 
Where the original lease provides for an indefinite period, it 


usually provides that notice must be given to terminate: if it 
does not so provide, then the law fixes the notice. 


The law fixing the notice is the same for an indefinite tenancy 
as for a tenancy by holding over. ; 
Where the term is from year to year, there must be notice 
of at least six months before the end of the year, unless otherwise 


provided by statute. 

In case of a tenancy from quarter to quarter, a full quarter's 
notice 1s necessary, and in case of a tenancy from month to 
month, a full month’s notice. 

It should be thoroughly understood that when renting by the 
year, even although the rent is payable monthly, one holding 
over his term is taken as a tenant for another year. and _ that 
where the original tenancy is for a quarter, even although the 
rent is payable monthly, the one holding over is held for another 
quarter. 

If a notice is given to terminate a tenancy in ten days, when it 
should be a notice of a month, it is held that the notice will be 
good if the month is allowed to expire before taking proceedings 

A notice to quit is considered as waived if the landlord accepts 
rent that becomes due after the time set in the notice for the end- 
ing of the term. 

One who has a mere license is not entitled to notice. 

A licensee is one who may be removed at any time at the pleasure 
of the owner, even although in some cases the owner would be 
liable for action for damages for breach of a contract of which 
the license is a part. 

A person who occupies premises as an employee of the owner 
and whose occupation is in furtherance of his employer’s bust- 
ness, 1s a mere licensee. Instances of this are managers of ho- 
tels, keepers of toll-gates, employees of mining companies living 
in the company’s cottages, an employee on a farm. even when 
there is an agreement to work a farm by shares. desk room in 
another’s office, guests in a hotel, boarders in a boarding house 
roomers or lodgers, : : 

Chis is not saying that there may not be a tenancy of a single 
room. 
| In general, however, when the landlord resides on the prem- 
ises, cares for the rooms and has a general control of the prem- 
ises, there is no tenancy. The relation of landlord and tenant 
must exist. 

Where the owner of the premises has deeded them away. the 
purchaser should, on giving notice, notify the tenant of a change 
of ownership. : y 

Where the tenant is in possession under a contract of purchase 
which hé does not fulfill he is not entitled to notice to quit. 

Notice to quit is not invalidated by a mistake in the christian 
name of the tenant, if he or his family on receiving it understood 
it to be intended for him. 

When a term ends at midnight, April 30th. a notice that the 
tenant quit on May Ist is good. 

A tenant who denies his landlord’s title and asserts ownership 
to the property himself, is not entitled to notice.

A REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADE. 

The prices of raw material influence the rise and fall of manu- 
factured goods very considerably, although labour and other 
forces have to be taken into consideration when quotations and 
estimates of cost are ascertained. The steady upward tendency— 


a‘ first slow, afterwards more pronounced—which went on dur- 
ing 1905, was well maintained throughout the latter portion of 
and the metal markets now show strong tendenvies cof 
strengthening. In May the price of pig-iron was 55/-, in October 
hematite had reached 73/9 per ton. Coal remained low during 
the vear. The British export of rails increased in the early part 
of 1905 and it has kept steady. The stocks of copper have been 
gradually lessened until they are now exhausted; chiefly owing to 
the heavv buying of China. The demand for tin has been on the 
up-grade and the output has exceeded the production; South 
Wales manufacturers made a record output of tin-plates in 1905, 
the home demand alone having consumed about 200,000 tons. 
Among the industries upon which there have been exceptional 
calls for metal, the motor industry may be instanced, the growth 
of this business being very exceptional; ten years ago there were 
no makers of motor cars in England, to-day it is estimated that 
£15,000,000 worth of motors are running in this country. Colo- 
nial business has improved and has helped the progress of the 
trade. Australian prosperity is very marked and the buying of 
manufactured goods by the Hardware merchants of the Feder- 
ation has had a tendency to stiffen prices. Indian trade is im- 
proving. Export business, too, is steady, and some large orders 
from foreign countries have been received lately. On the whole, 
trade is good, and there is every prospect of increased prices 
being maintained, at any rate for some time to come. 
DISLOCATED TRADE. 

It would seem that there is always an undercurrent of political 
thought Iving dormant throughout British commercial life, and, 
whenever a General Election occurs this undercurrent is ready 
to burst forth and more or less dislocate business. The dissolu- 
tion of the first Parliament of His Majesty King Edward VII 
took place on the 8th. inst.; writs have been issued for summon- 
ing a new Parliament to meet in February, and, at the present 
moment, the whole of Great Britain is in the throes of a General 
Flection. Although wise manufacturers and merchants are al- 
ways careful to keep their political opinions in the background, 
in order that they may not interfere with business relations, it is 
not so easy for retail Hardwaremen to conceal their opinions. 
In small towns and country localities it is only in rare instances 
that the local traders are enabled to exhibit an utter indifference 
to party politics during election time, and, when the political 
opinions are freely expressed. and public meetings held, often 
resulting in warfare of words if nothing worse, tradesmen who 
take prominent part must. more or less, suffer for their opin‘ons ; 
consequently, retail trade during the last week or so has been 
almost stationary, and for the next few days little will be done in 
the way of buying and selling. It is fortunate that the General 
Election is taking place at such an opportune time, the month of 
January usually being con:'dered one of the quietest months in 
the year. Party feeling does not do any serious harm as the 
majority of traders and their customers are on sufficiently friend- 
ly terms to allow their difference of opinion to sink rapidly into 
the background when the excitement of an election is over. By 
the time this letter reaches its destination the election will be 
over and the government of this country once more in a settled 
State.

NEW YEAR'S TRADE 

The early weeks of the New Year are usually devoted to set- 
thng up affairs, laying plans for future work, and, in many 
instances, taking stock—a very necessary duty practiced to a 
much larger extent than formerly. The old fashioned iron- 
monger regarded stocktaking as an evil to be avoided, and pre- 
ferred to go on in a more or less uncertain state rather than ex- 
perience the inconvenience arising from stocktaking; the modern 
lonmonver knows the importance of periodical investigation; znd 
tealizes the opportunities afforded for turning out superfluous 
stock and discovering errors in buving which have occured in 
the past, enabling him to avoid such mistakes in future. Some 
lronmongers are not following the example set by drapers and 
others and are taking advantage of the quiet weeks after Christ- 
Mas activity, in order to hold clearance sales and so dispose of 
S.perflious stock and make room for new goods and seasona*e 
specialties, 


WINDOW DRESSING. 









































































An English trade journal, of current issue, commences a para- 
graph on window dressing with the pronouncement “Never have 
we seen more elaborate displays in the shops and shop windows 
of dealers than we have seen this Christmas.” On several oc- 
casions I have alluded to the steady development going on 
during recent years, bringing ironmongers’ windows more in line 
with those of other traders. The improved appearance of Hard- 
ware displays, not only in towns but in comparatively small 
country villages has been very marked lately. Probably this is 
due to rebuilding operations and the increased facilities afforded 
by modern architectural schemes of enlarged and better show 
windows in which good displays may be made. Apart from the 
improvements noticeable in general window dressing, some of the 
effects in artistic windows, especially arranged for Christmas 
trade, were exceptionally good, and not a few ironmongers made 
up some excellent models and representations of pictorial scenes 
on lines very similar to those adopted by American Hardware- 
men. The possibilities of smart window dressing by Hardware- 
men have been added largely to during the latter times by the 
rapid introduction of lighter goods in Hardware stocks. Not 
only is ornamental art metal work extensively sold by iron- 
mongers, but fancy leather goods, ornamental cabinet work as 
well as glass and china have been very extensively purchased 
recently; the advantage of handling these goods, so many of 
which are sold to ready money buyers, are fully appreciated by 
those who believe in “quick returns and small profits.” 


AGRICULTURAL HARDWARE. 


Those ironmongers dealing in agricultural Hardware have had 
one more opportunity of examining the latest and best in farm 
inachinery. Last month the annual exhibition of implements and 
machines, at the Agricultural Hall, London, took place under the 
auspices of the British Farmers’ Club, and implement and machin- 
ery.manufacturers from all parts of the world were represented ; 
as usual the exhibits of American harvesting machinery being 
large and prominent. The next important event in the imple- 
ment and machinery world will be the Royal Show, which is to 
be held at Darby in June. The Royal Agricultural Society has 
made a clean sweep of its officials and is now starting again with 
a series of migratory shows. It is hoped that, under the new 
management, aided by the enterprise and activity of Thomas Mc- 
Row, the new secretary of the Royal, agriculturists and manu- 
facturers may have a good time during their visit at the popular 
Midland town. Derby is well situated and served efficiently with 
railways; every convenience will be afforded manufacturers and 
exhibitors and special arrangements made to enable implement 
agents and farmers to visit the show. so that there appears to be 
every prospect of a good representative gathering, and, as the 
geeneral state of trade is tending upward, of some good business 
being done. 


SCREEN DOORS AND WINDOW SCREENS. 

It is a fact perhaps not generally known to all the retail trade, 
that the Continental Company, which is selling the product of 
nearly all the screen door and window screen factories, has es- 
tablished 602 distribution points throughout the United States. 
The orders received from retailers by the jobbers, are assembled 
at the factories in cars which go to these distribution points, and 
the goods, excepting those for retailers located at these distribu- 
tion points, are then reshipped to tributary towns and villages. 
The carload rate of freight from factories is usually less than one- 
half the cost of freight on less than carloads. By the use of these 
distribution cars, therefore, the retailer saves from 25 cents to 
$1.50 per dozen on screen doors and from Io to 50 cents per 
dozen on window screens and window screen frames. These cars 
go forward during the month of February, although additional 
cars to some points may be made up later, if local demand war- 
rants shipping two cars. Orders should be in the hands of job- 
bers and forwarded to factories early enough so that the fac- 
tories have sufficient time to get together the assortment neces- 
sary for each car. Notwithstanding the condition of the wire 
cloth market, lumber conditions are such as to prevent any re- 
duction in the price of screen doors during the present season, 
and prices on screen goods are very firm. Retailers who do not 
take advantage of the February distribution cars are losing con- 
siderable in freight, as on later shipments they will have to pay 
freight either from the jobbing center, or from the factories.

A NEW INDUSTRY. 


A growing industry which bids fair to rank with the large 
manufacturers of the United States is the new safety razor in- 
dustry. The Gillette Safety Razor Plant, which is located in 
Boston, Mass., has become the largest factory devoted exclusive- 
ly to the manufacture of razors in the world. It employs over 
six hundred people, and has one of the model business systems of 
the United States. 

This plant is equipped with the most remarkable automatic ma-

chinery to be found in the country, and the process in the fusion 
of the steel used in the Gillette safety razor blades is truly a sci- 
entific marvel in steel work. The process frees the steel abso- 
lutely from all natural impurities, removing all manganese, sul- 
phur and phosphorus, yet retaining the carbon in just the right 
proportion. The result of this process leaves the blades flexible 
and resilient as a Damascus sword. The hardening, tempering, 
grinding and sharpening of the blades to secure the desired edge 
is an invention or process which the visitor to the factory looks 
upon as one of the twentieth century wonders in working steel. 
Until this blade was created, it was not thought possible to 
make steel to possess such a fine degree of tensile strength and 
perfection; it was looked upon as one of the lost arts. Perhaps 


the greatest difficulty that has formerly troubled workers in steel 
has been the tempering of such thin steel without hardening to 
a degree of useless brittleness. The flexibility of the Gillette 
blade as shown in the accompanying illustration proves how per- 
fectly the secret and patented process has been developed and ac- 
complished after a long series of experiments. 

Another peculiar and interesting feature of this blade is its two 
cutting edges, keen as lightning, sharpened to perfect uniformity. 
It has always been considered an unsolved problem to produce a 
double edged instrument of such thin steel because of the inability 
to uniformly perfect the edges. The accuracy with which these 
blades are made by automatic machinery proves that the genius 
of invention still has undiscovered realms.

WIRE NAILS: The advance made by the American Steel 
& Wire Co., on January 8, of $1 per ton, was anticipated bv the 
trade in general and for several weeks it was thought it would 
open the New Year. The largest purchasers had liberal orders in 
the mills upon which they can make requisitions as the season 
advances. A large volume of business is the feature of the mar- 
ket and the price is held very firm. Quotations are as follows: 
fo.b. Pittsburgh, plus actual freight rate to point of delivery, sixty 
days or 2 per cent. discount for cash in ten days. Car loads to 
jobbers $1.85; car loads to retailers, $1.90. 

New York—The prices on Wire Nails being advanced in ac- 
cordance with the market, 5 cents a keg, makes a good demand 
at a quotation for small lots from store on the basis of $2.10 per 
keg. 

CUT NAILS: ‘There was no advance in price to meet the quo- 
tations on Wire Nails. ‘Lhe next meeting of the Cut Nail Asso- 
ciation will be held on January 31, when it may be done. The 
demand from the mills has been larger than is usual for the 
month of January, and the shipments are made with but little 
delay. (Quotations are as follows: f.o.b. Pittsburgh, for carload 
lots, $1.75 base; for less than carload lots, $1.80. For carload lots 
on dock New York, $1.90, for less than carload lot, $1.95. Iron 
Cut Nails at points west of Buffalo and Pittsburgh are held at to 
cents advance on Steel Cut Nails. 





New York—-The demand is reported as moderate and prices 
are quite firm. Quotations for small lots from store are on the 
basis of $1.95 to $2 per keg.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 


The New Year opens auspiciously and seldom if ever have we 
heard more hopeful expressions for the future. If 1906 should 
turn out one-half as well as its many prophets predict, the result 
should be most gratifying to all. Of course, the first of the year 
is a dull time as the effects of the Holiday season are still felt 
and jobbers’ salesmen are at home preparing for the work of the 
New Year; this usually requires a couple of weeks, but now 
salesmen are generally on the road and are meeting with a grati- 
fving demand for goods. It is generally recognized that the mod- 
erate advance in price made so far is justified by trade condi- 
tions, and there is less opposition than might be ordinarily expect- 
ed, owing to the large demand which has existed for some time, 
coupled with the fact that there has been little or no inducement 
for speculative buying. The shelves of dealers are by no means 
full and goods are bought for immediate sale. In times like 
these it certainly seems wise to keep ; tocks fairly well filled as 
loss of sales by reason of depleted stecks goes very far towards 
offsetting any possible decline. There is no evidence, however, 
at present of any decline in price; on the contrary the market is 
firm and new advances are coming almost daily. It is gratifying 
to report that collections are improving. The open Winter Has 
caused a falling off in the sale of Winter Goods and we féar 
some of these may be carried over until next year. On the other 
hand, dealers report that the unusually mild weather has afford- 
ed opportunity for out-door work and the demand for goods and 
Tools to be used in this way has largely offset the loss of Winter 
goods. In such times it is a wise man who does all he can towards 
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reducing his indebtedness. When collections are good and money 
plenty, that is the time for dealers to make a special effort to get 
in their out-standing accounts, some of which, perhaps, have 
been on the books for months, if not years, and many of the dol- 
lars saved in this way, may in the light of past experience, be re- 
garded as clear gain, while such collections go a long way in 
enabling the dealer to pay in turn his own accounts and to put 
himself on a more sure financial footing.

CLEVELAND ON CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The boycott of American goods by the Chinese is the natural 
result of our action towards Chinese citizens. The Sand Hill 
orators of California were permitted to stampede our National 
legislature into legislation that was a disgrace to the nation. 
The fundamental principal upon which the Republic had acted 
was ignored in the interest of persons, or party, with no regard 
to the right of Chinese citizens. A decent respect for her own 
people compelled China to resent it. The moral sense having 
failed to restrain us they were compelled to appeal to our love of 
gain, and in doing so they forced the respect of the world. The 
fallacious argument in support of our policy, deceives nobody. 
Our ports are open to many people, far inferior to these, and no 
argument can be, or has been made, to justify our action. Out- 
side of the Chinese Colony in San Francisco, we had no cause 
of offense from these people. They were law abiding, indus- 
trious, cleanly in their habits, and made valuable employees. 
That they were economical, saved their money, and lived cheap- 
ly, was the argument used against them, and the only argument 
that was true of them as a class. If this justifies our boycotting 
these people, they are justified in boycotting our goods. Is it 
strange that our missionaries are not welcome to teach religion, 
that justifies such action? Or that we should expend millions 
to save the souls of those, to whom we deny the privilege of an 
improved care for their bodies? Are they not entitled to the in- 
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heritance of the earth as much as they are of heaven, and our 


anxiety to secure them one, while we deny them the other, is 
sham piety, that should not command respect from either God 
of Man. The argument used to justify our action is taken from 
the code of the highwayman, and is unworthy of a nation call- 
ing itself Christian. The writer had several years experience 
among Chinese residents in the mining section of California, 
and their example of peaceful, quiet industry, was the only 
offense they furnished the Sand lot orators, and he has never 
recovered from a sense of shame for his country on account of 
the disgrace of the legislation against these people. Compared 
te our offence against them, the rebuke is very moderate. ‘That 
might makes right to exclude them from the benefits of this 
country, would justify us in fencing off heaven to exclusive use, 
and we are likely to finc “Chira is no joke.”

SALESMEN; THEIR VIRTUES AND THEIR FAULTS. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Convention: 


| am before you to speak on the subject of traveling salesmen, 
their faults and their virtues. I feel safe in saying that I am 
voicing the sentiment of every jobber and manufacturer, that the 
hardest work he has 1s, 1n selecting his employes, is to get good 
travelers, and there 1s more care used in their selection by the 
most successful houses in the country, for when they get good 
travelers they don’t part with them, and they become so iden- 
tified with each other that it is not wise for them to part. They 
are chosen for their character, for honesty, integrity, and for the 
higher characteristics ot manhood, and they are always expressed 
in a good traveler, and I am thankful to say that the good ones 
are largely in the majority, and when you find a traveler who 
has been on the road a good many years representing a good 
house, as a general thing you will find a man of character and 
reputation, and a man who is worthy of your trust. As proof 
of that | will mention a few of the great travelers who have risen 
from the ranks, some of them went out in the country riding a 
sore backed horse, and some of them walked, anyway, they have 
gotten there. 

[ have one of the grandest names here in American history, 
who has served time as a traveler—I venture to say that there 
are but few of you here who appreciate the fact that Gen. U. S. 
Grant carried a grip and sold leather out of Galena, Ill. I heard 
of a little incident which illustrates how he stood. 1 was aown in 
Clinton, lowa, and a fire had occurred in a little towu near there, 
and it burned out a Jittle old landmark of a hotel which had been 
kept by an old fellow for forty years. Gen. Grant used to stop at 
this hotel! and his name was on the register for several visits, and 
that register was destroyed in the fire, and the first thing the old 
landlord said after he recovered from his first shock, was “Damn 
the hotel, if they had only saved the register; I had Grant’s name 
on there. 

[here was one characteristic of Gen. Grant which followed 
him through life and was one of the keynotes of his success, and 
that was his truthfulness. When you were brought in contact 
with the man, he immediately gained your confidence; he had 
honesty, he had integrity, he had truthfulness, and these charac- 
teristics, gentlemen, are the foundations of success of every suc- 
cessful traveler. And you can take the heads of a majority of 
the most successful houses, and you will find an ex-traveler either 
as proprietor or manager or having an interest in some way, or 
head of a department; and you will find that ex-travelers are 
usually there in recognition of their sterling qualities—they have 
won their way up. I can see here today the faces of many men 
who a few years ago were carrying the grip, and now they are 
managers or proprietors or heads of departments and on fase 
way to fame and fortune; and if they didn’t have these charac- 
teristics, gentlemen, they would not occupy those positions. 
tions 

In glancing over the names of the great merchants of the 
country, there is one whose name will be handed down to pos- 
terity— Marshall Field, an ex-traveler. He carreid his grip in 
Illinois before there were railroads there and rode through the 
swamps of central Illinois, and there he got his start. And then 
the name of Spencer, of Hibbard, Spencer & Bartlett, was also 
a great traveler; I met him one time in Studebaker’s store, buy- 
ing a gift for his daughter, who, by the way, is now Mrs. Mar- 
shall Field; at that time she was Mrs. Caton, and we were walk- 
ing through the showroom, and he saw a Concord buggy and he 
says, “lhere, my dear, is a buggy I drove 10,000 miles in,” and 
we shipped those buggies to him before there were railroads 1 
that country; and he bought one buggy that was shipped to Kan- 
sas City, in which he drove to the Rio Grande and back again 
selling goods, and in that way he laid the foundation of his 
fortun¢ 

Now | could go on, gentlemen, and name name after nome 
that have done likewise. I cannot pass without mentioning Mr. 
Symonds, of the Svmonds Hardware Company, another ex-trav- 
eler, who today is reported to be the head of the greatest hard- 
ware establishment in the world—I am not prepared to say 
whether it is or not—but he is a great ex-traveler. 

We have good and we have bad travelers, and I have menioneu 
a few of the good ones. I venture to say that I see before me 
heretoday young men, who, twenty years hence you will see 
the head of vast establishments, and they will work up by their 


sterling qualities cf character. Patience is a great virtue, and | 
vant to say to you that patience in a traveler is necessary; some- 
times his patience is strained a little, but if he is a good one he 
Stays by it, and as a gener ral thing, many of them have adopted 
the old saying, that “He who learns to wait, gains the 


world,” though that may be a little overdrawn. 

The tr aveling salesman goes into the business house with the 
best intentions in the world—not with the intention of overloading 
you with goods—if he does that he knows those goods will stare 
him in the face the next time he comes along; but he will sell 
you to the best of his judgment as to your wants, and no more; 
and, if any of you need any help, many of you are located where 
the banking facilities are very poor, and what do you do? you 
Say to this ‘traveling man, “I have such and such a note coming 
due, and I want some more goods, and I wish you would carry 
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that note for thirty days,” and the salesman says “All right, we 
will do it,’ and he writes to the house and the house confirms 
what he says. They are your friends, and whenever you need 
assistance they will come to your aid, and to the fullest extent 
of their power, if you are worthy of it. 


GEORGE BOOLE’S ADDRESS. 


“A Few Observations” was the subject which followed, which 
was delivered by George Boole of the Swabacher Hardware Co., 
Seattle. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: 


| am very glad to be here today. Just at the present time we 
are in the midst of moving and it takes one’s whole time, and | 
was not sure that I could get here. I know you have had a good 
meeting from what I have heard this day, and I will state a few 
things about Association work. Everything is not understood 
by the majority of those attending the meetings here; one thing 
is that the handling of the situation is left in the hands of a few 
to be taken care of. As you grow older your Association will 
still be handled by a few—the rest of you will relax into _* rou- 
tine of life and let those few handle it who will handle it; no 
matter what we say at our meetings; the work still goes on in 
the hands of the few. 

In 1897, or previous to 1897, the jobbine houses of the Pacific 
Coast were at loggerheads and would hardly speak to une an: 
other; on June 17th, 1897, we formed the Pacific Coast Hardware 
& Metal Association, which has been running ever since, and 
which is very thriving, and it has done a great deal of good 
work and will continue to do so. From that organization, the 
members of it in the Northwest territory, thinking that they could 
do better work, at the same time formed a separate organiza- 
ion called the Northwest Jobbers’ Association, the merchants 
of Portland, Tacoma, Seattle and cag yo and we worked in 
unison with the jobbing interests of San Francisco from a jobbing 
standpoint. When the jobbers formed their association the re- 
tailers thought it was a move to gouge them, but two or three 
heads are better than one, and the ideas of a dozen men are het- 
ter than those of one man; and the point I want to make is that 
the good that comes out is brought out bv a number of people, 
and it can only be brought out by association work. There exists 
the National Hardware Association and the Pacific Coast Associa- 
tion. They meet annually together; that is, at the same time and 
in the same place, and in that way things are brought out for 
discussion and papers read, and the ideas are distributed among 
us. 

The history of the whole Hardware business is that there are 
very few men who have amassed fortunes, but Hardware men 
have amassed enough money to live well on and have that part 
of life which makes it interesting to work. They are enthusi- 
astic and they have been well educated, or else they would go 
down and have to go out of business, and we know that the fail- 
ures in the Hardware business are few. 

If you will allow me to suggest that you do help your secretary 
and your executive committee by writing letters that are not in 
their line of thought, you will enthuse them and your work is 
bound to go on; but it is not encouraging for those wnu ty uw 
do the work to have everybody lax. I could go on and tell you 
of incidents that have happened, of misunderstandings that have 
been straightened out, things that were not true that were untan- 
gled, and of men who were brought into prominence, and houses 
brought into prominence through association work; and I believe 
you have had enough of association work to bring you to a point 
where you know it is of some good, and while you may go along 
slowly and may not see results of this meeting to-morrow, you 
will think of this meeting in coming weeks—think of getting 
together at the next meeting and have something you don’t like 
and want fixed up, and if you bring that up—even though you 
be known as a kicker—yet it will only be a matter of time when 
you will come together in a general way and become a power 
and that cannot be done in any other way except by association 
work.

To do 
all this, and to do it well, requires a vast amount of earnest, 
thorough, intelligent and conscientious effort, of vigilant journal- 
istic watchfulness and of research through extraordinary and 
dificult channels, of accurate and painstaking work by trained 
journalists—for but few items of this sort can be gathered through 
the ordinary channels of news such as are available to the mak- 
ers of the daily newspaper. 

Editorially the conscientious trade journal occupies, oftentimes, 
the difficult position of arbitrator between two (more or less) 
hostile factions; for while in many respects the interests of both 
manufacturer and dealer are similar, if not identical, there are 
differences which are bound_.to arise from time to time, and both 
parties to the controversy naturally turn to the trade paper to 
express their opinions and defend their position. ‘his as I say, 
is a delicate position to be placed in, and naturally calls for the 
wisdom of a Solomon. That occasionally something arises to 
displease one or the other party is, therefore, to be expected. 
Then there are the differences among’ thé dealers themselves 
which not infrequently arise and call for an airing (of course in 
the trade paper) and each party expects the editor to uphold his 
side of the controversy. If he were able to do so, he would be in 
position to win fame and financial profit as a lawyer or a diplo- 
mat—perhaps both. 

But the editor of 

THE TRADE PAPER HAS STILL ANOTHER MISSION, 

if he fulfills his duty. He must, week after week, furnish ideas 
to the trade, no matter how many years of experience his readers 
may have had nor how resourceful and successful they may have 
been in their own business. He must advise, council, cheer, and 
spur them on to better things. Perhaps he may feel it incumbent 
upon him to “call down” some of them who do not seem to ap- 
preciate the possibilities of their own business, and to urge upon 
them modern and advanced ideas that shall make their own busi- 
nesses more profitable and pleasant. 

Possibly you may think I am exaggerating the difficulties and 
the importance of the trade paper, but I assure you that these 
views are borne out by the best in the trade. In fact, the impor- 
tance to the trade of the trade journal could only fully be real- 
ized were the dealrs, by some mischance suddenly and permanent- 
ly to be deprived of their influence. Of course they could exist 
without them; so could they exist without the daily paper; with- 
out the telephone and telegraph; without the schools and 
churches, possibly even without the railroads. Our forefathers 
got along without most of these things and that they were lead- 
ing comparatively full and worthy lives; and yet we would 
scarcely be willing to let the old world spin so far backward as 
to bring us again into that cycle. 

SOMEHOW, LIFE WOULD HARDLY BE THE SAME, 

after once having been used-to these modern conveniences. 

_In view of all these facts, therefore, it seems to me that the 
live dealer, having had these matters called to his attention in 
a way he may possibly never before thought of them, will be bet- 
ter able to appreciate the work the trade paper is endeavoring to 
do for him; that hereafter he will devote more attention to its 
news and editorial pages than perhaps he has given in the past; 
that he will endeavor to co-operate with the editor and the pub- 
lishers of his favorite paper by sending in items of news and 
communication on subjects of interest to himself as a dealer and 
to the trade at large. 

Of course the live dealer subscribes and pays for this paper as 
well as reads it, for he is unwilling to make use of these avail- 
able helps, which he receives from week to week, at the expense 
of some one else, for he knows that is not in keeping with his 
reputation as an honest and thorough business man. In fact, he 
will usually subscribe for more than one for he realizes that he 
cannot get too much information upon his business, and that the 
very small investment he would make, both of money and time, 
in taking all the principal trade papers in his line, would be 
without exception the most, profitable investment he could pos- 
sibly make. 

But at any rate, he should be a regular subscriber and a regu- 
lar and thorough reader of at least the one most nearly meeting 
his needs in reference to the particular locality in which his lot 
IS cast.

For the next State society’s convention, next March, Secretary 
Gracey tells the ‘writer of this that the aSssociation’s traveling 
missionary for the State, F. & B. Dickson, is having remarkable 
success in getting Hardwaremen throughout the State to pledge 
themselves in writing that they will attend the next State conven- 


tion. Mr. Gracey says the outlook now is that there will be fully 
500 in attendance. 

And, we’d like to say for our growing State, Mr. Martindale 
is not the only arrival in California. In spite of the Eastern 
roads booming Cuba as a winter resort and issuing attractive low 
round-trip rates to Florida and the City of Mexico, first-class 
winter travel to California this present season is larger than 
ever. Southern California is crowded with Easterners and they 
are still pouring into that part of the State. About the end of the 
month they will begin to move North into this section of Cali- 
fornia. Such experts on the subject as Messrs, Fee and Hors- 
burg of the Southern Pacific and J. J. Byrne and H. R. Gregory 
of the Santa Fe, say the travel this winter gives every indica- 
tion of being the largest in the history of the State. They are 
confident the winter travel this season will bring here from east of 
the Rocky Mountains 42,000 people. And in their opinion this 
large crowd of people—all with some means—will spend a total 
of $24,000,000, of which the railroads and Pullman Company get 
$7,000,000. The remaining $17,000,000 will be spent by the tour- 
ists within the limits of California for hotel bills and a thousand 
and one other things that usually confront the traveler. Ac- 
cording to the railroad people fully $12,000,000 of the good tour- 
ist money will be spent south of the Tehachapi, and the other 
$5,000,000 in Central and Northern California, the reason being 
that the tourists spend most of their time in the south and only 
remain a few days up north while en route back east at the ap- 
proach of Spring. 

J. C. Stubbs, traffic director of the Harriman roads, as chair- 
man of a committee of his Western traffic confreres, causes 
many a San Francisco and California shipper to first show sur- 
prise and then a mixed look of doubt and regret when they hear 
him say no more passenger passes or passenger half rates are 
to be given to merchants as an inducement to get their shipments. 
It is notorious that Stubbs has used free transportation and half 
rates for years past on this coast to influence shipments he could 
not otherwise reach. His present decision is the sequel of a re- 
cent visit he and other Western railroad men paid to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in Washington, on which occasion 
they promised “to be good.” By means of free transportation in 
years past both the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe have controlled 
lots of competitive business. This free transportation ran up 1n- 
to hundreds and thousands of dollars annually and hundreds of 
shippers on the coast have enjoyed those favors.

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BUSINESS ATMOSPHERE. 
By NATHANIEL C. FoOwLeER.* 


“T have been announced as an advertising counsellor, and am 
supposed to know something about publicity. In order that there 
may be no argument, I admit that I do know about advertising. 
I believe that I can give you many facts, figures, and theories 
about publicity; but to do so, I would have to talk about what I 
know about, and to use truth as an accessory. I don’t propose to 
be handicapped by fact, or to be forced to call upon truth for 
assistance. I would much rather take a broader subject, one 
which | know so little about that I would be untroubled by fact, 
and therefore be permitted to spread myself and to say what I 
wanted to say irrespective of truth. I know that some of you, 
if not most of you, will appreciate my natural condition, and | 
feel that some of you at least, will realize what a fearful thing 
it is for a man to confine himself to fact and to limit his words to 
the telling of the truth; consequently, by throwing fact aside, and 
by forgetting all about truth, I shall place myself in harmony with 
you, and feel at home. 

“However, I will not entirely go back on first principles, and 
will smuggle in a little advertising here and there. 

“Comparatively few of you, as I understand it, are advertisers 
in a broad advertising sense. Few of you use daily newspapers 
or the magazines. Your printer’s ink advertising is confined to 
the trade paper, the circular, the catalogue, and the price list. But 
notwithstanding that you are not, broadly speaking, advertisers, 
everyone of you is an advertiser, for without advertising you 
couldn’t do business. 

“My definition of advertising is that advertising is anything 
which connects the maker or seller with the buyer. If my defi- 
nition be correct, then the sign on your store, your counters, your 
shelves, your letterheads, your salesmen, and the policy of your 
business are advertising. 

“One of the essentials of business, whether one be a wholesaler, 
a retailer, a canvasser, or a peanut vender, is the policy of the 
business. ‘That I may go deeper into the psychology of it, I would 
change the word ‘policy’ to ‘atmosphere,’ and for a few moments 
will talk to you upon the atmosphere of business, that something 
which is of vital consequence, which stands between no profit at 
all or moderate prefit and the flush of profit. I may venture the 
statement that not one of you makes or sells any article which I 
cannot buy at practically the same price, and of practically the 
same quality, of sqgmebody else. Therefore, you do not compete 
in quality or in price. You are not monopolists, whether you 
want to be or not. To sell what you have to sell requires the 
introduction of something besides the goods themselves, the price, 
and the salesman. This something is your policy, your individu- 
ality, your personality, your method and the atmosphere you cre- 
ate in your factory, your store, and which surrounds your repre- 
sentatives. 

“For argument’s sake, I assume that each one of you offers the 
same quality and the same price. I think this is so, and that I 
need not make this point for argument’s sake. Now why is it 
that John Smith can sell John Jones, and that John Black can- 
not sell John Jones? The reason for this lies in the fact that 
John Jones likes John Smith’s policy better than he likes the 
policy of John Black. There is something about the way John 
Smith does business, something about the atmosphere of his 
store, the character of his representatives, which appeal to John 
Jones, and this something, this atmosphere is what consummates 
the trade. 

“T understand that you, in common with other wholesalers, have, 
or are supposed to have, a definite credit method, with established 
time discounts. I further understand that many of you, rightly 
or wrongly, go back upon your own self-made principles. For 
instance, you sell a bill of goods with a 5 per cent., 30-day dis- 
count. Ihe buyer doesn’t pay in 30 days. Ten days later, you 
write him a letter, in which you apologize for asking for money 
which belongs to you. In another 10 or 20 days you write him 
again, and repeat the apology. Then you write again and again, 
with or without result. If the man pays, say in 90 days or in 120 
days, he deducts the 5 per cent., 30-day discount, and usually you 
take it. Your excuse for doing this is because you are afraid 
of losing the customer. Now, gentlemen, I believe in the cordi- 
ality and liberality of business, but I don’t believe in the breaking 
of business principles. If a principle is worthy of establishment, 
it 1s worthy of maintenance. True, you may lose a customer 
by standing by your principle; but I ask you, as business men, is 
it not better to lose an unprofitable customer—a customer who 
won't keep his word, and a customer in bad credit—than it is to 
voluntarily break a principle of business? 

‘I take it for granted that all of you would maintain this credit 
Principle if you felt that every one of you would do so. If this 
i

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be so, then you have little confidence in one another. It doesn’t 
speak well for the Credit Men’s Association, if its members 
haven't sufficient confidence in each other to maintain a system 
of credits admitting of no exception. 


‘In the first place, I fail to see why it is profitable to sacrifice 
a profitable principle to keep a bad-paying or a non-paying cus- 
tomer. For my part, I don’t believe that you cannot trust one 
another. I believe that the reason you don’t trust each other is 
because you have never seriously considered a complete and har- 
monious binding together—an organization standing for more 
than turtle soup and coffee and cheese. I don’t believe that more 
than a very few of the members of this association would break 
an agreement, if the agreement became a fundamental by-law of 
the association, and the few fellows mean enough to break such 
an agreement of honor, should be punished by being allowed to 
have all of the poor-paying customers they can get hold of. 

“Bad bills have broken more firms than bad business. Get- 
ting one’s money is essential to the doing of profitable business. 
I don’t believe it pays to continue to do business with a man who 
will not pay with reasonable promptness, and who refuses to buy 
of you if he cannot have the 30-day, 5 per cent. discount when 
he doesn’t pay for 90 days. If there is any loss in sticking to 
principle, it is a temporary loss, a much more apparent than real 
loss. There is a fundamental principle in everything, even in dis- 
honest business; and the maintenance of that principle pays 
in the end; while the doing away of that principle means loss, 
if not a greater disaster. ‘There is more humor among men, and 
especially among business men, who bind themselves together for 
business principles, than most of us believe. A business man of 
success, wether he be honest or dishonest, sticks to the principles 
of business doing and to the principles of credit, if those princi- 
ples are made to be a part of broad business policy. 

“Co-operation with the clerk and salesman is necessary. Cor- 
diality is essential. But back of it all, and especially in credits, 
is the necessity of an established and unbroken policy, a policy 
of realized importance, a policy as solid as the corner stones of 
trade. 

“Tf what I have said, gentlemen, does not apply to you, it will 
do you no harm. You have only to pass it along to the poor fel- 
low who needs it.”
